EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to disclose a color-changing device and method thereof having an illumination 
device disposed within an enclosure to illuminate a transparent material, said 
illumination device generating at least two colors and including at least one LED-based 
light source adapted to output at least first radiation having a first wavelength and 
second radiation having a second wavelength, and a controller to control the at least 
one LED-based light source (claims 1, 10, 14); at least one illumination device disposed 
proximate to the enclosure adapted to output at least first radiation having a first 
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wavelength and second radiation having a second wavelength to provide variable color 
light and the controller to control the at least one illumination device (claims 47, 79, 81, 
84), so as to provide a single enclosure capable of color changing to eliminate the static 
requirements of the present enclosure. The remaining claims 2-5, 8, 9, 15-21, 23, 25- 
27, 29-46, 48-55, 57-59, 61-78, 80, 82, 83, 85-93, and 95-107 are allowed by virtue of 
their dependencies on the independent claims. Hence, the examiner has allowed claims 
1-5, 8-10,14-21, 23, 25-27, 29-55, 57-59, 61-93 and 95-107.
